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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  oe  the  Health  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1949  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district. 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  was  15.3  and  the  adjusted  Death  Rate 
14.3  per  1,000  of  the  population,  resulting  in  almost  the  same 
number  of  births  as  deaths.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  28  per 
1,000  live  births  has  shown  a  marked  reduction  from  the  figure 
of  58  recorded  in  1948.  This  fluctuation  is  largely  due  to  the 
small  numbers  involved. 

Infectious  disease  was  generally  mild  in  character  and  the 
lowest  number  of  notified  cases  since  1921  was  recorded.  For  the 
third  year  in  succession  there  were  no  cases  of  diphtheria,  although 
in  earlier  years  there  used  to  be  an  average  of  27  cases  per  annum. 
Investigation  of  a  few  cases  of  poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis) 
which  have  occurred  have  not  revealed  any  association  between 
inoculations  for  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  and  the  onset  of 
poliomyelitis.  Although  the  district  has  remained  free  from 
diphtheria  for  three  years  it  is  still  very  necessary  to  maintain  the 
protection  given  by  immunisation.  Respiratory  tuberculosis  caused 
nine  deaths,  and  there  were  24  new  cases  of  the  disease  together 
with  seven  new  cases  of  non-respiratory  tuberculosis.  This  is  the 
most  serious  infectious  disease  to-day. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning.  Close  attention 
has  been  paid  to  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  and  the  salient 
features  of  food  hygiene  have  been  made  clear.  The  proprietors 
have  been  very  co-operative  and  anxious  to  complv  with  all 
requirements. 

The  water  supplies  of  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board  were 
satisfactory  but  the  large  number  of  private  supplies  causes 
constant  anxiety.  Fifty  per  cent,  of  these  samples  were  unsatis¬ 
factory.  A  water  survey  is  being  made  with  a  view  to  the 
elimination  of  many  of  these  unsatisfactory  sources  of  water.  It 
is  not  generally  realised  by  members  of  the  public  that  water 
which  appears  to  be  clear  and  sparkling  can  be  infected  with 
dangerous  germs.  The  fact  that  this  district  has  been  free  from 
serious  outbreaks  of  infection  due  to  contaminated  water  is  no 
guarantee  that  it  will  continue  to  be  so  fortunate,  unless  steps 
are  taken  to  safeguard  the  supplies. 

One  hundred  and  three  permanent  houses  were  completed  by 
the  Council  during  the  year  and  two  private  houses.  One  hundred 
and  fifty-one  houses  were  in  process  of  erection  at  the  end  of  the 
year  and  the  priority  waiting  list  was  453.  The  general  standard 
of  housing  accommodation  leaves  much  to  be  desired.  Twentv- 
four  per  cent,  of  the  houses  are  of  the  back-to-back  type,  and 
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nearly  1,000  houses  are  over  100  years  old.  Dampness,  bad 
siting',  and  inadequate  sanitary  accommodation  are  the  chief 
defects,  and  it  is  considered  that  the  age  and  condition  of  many 
of  these  properties  should  influence  the  allocation  of  houses  as 
well  as  the  number  of  persons  on  the  housing-  list.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  with  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  my  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
Borough  as  contained  in  Sections  B,  C  and  D  of  the  following 
report. 

In  the  expansion  and  development  of  the  National  Health 
Service,  with  its  emphasis  placed  on  the  improvement  of  personal 
health,  it  is  often  felt  that  insufficient  regard  is  taken  of  the  im¬ 
portance  played  by  the  environmental  health  services  administered 
by  local  authorities.  During  the  year  under  review  your  Health 
Department  has  dealt  with  many  aspects  of  these  services,  notably 
housing,  water  supplies  and  food  supplies,  and  it  becomes  increas¬ 
ingly  apparent,  particularly  with  regard  to  bad  housing  conditions, 
that  advancement  in  curative  medicine  is  outstripping  improvement 
in  the  environmental  aspects  of  preventive  medicine.  No  amount 
of  medical  skill  and  practice  will  take  the  place  of  good  sanitary 
conditions. 

In  order  to  obtain  a  better  perspective  of  present  housing 
conditions  in  the  Borough  considerable  work  has  been  done  in  a 
survey  of  the  town’s  property  with  special  reference  to  their  age 
and  type,  and  a  special  report  was  made  to  the  Committee  early 
in  1950.  Although  the  complete  survey  will  take  some  time  to 
complete,  the  information  so  far  obtained  will  enable  the  Depart¬ 
ment  to  plan  more  accurately  future  slum  clearance  programmes, 
when  such  schemes  can  be  proceeded  with.  So  far  as  immediate 
requirements  are  concerned  the  report  indicated  that  housing 
needs  are  represented  by  many  factors  other  than  population,  or 
the  number  of  applications  for  houses,  and  it  is  respectfully  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  time  is  now  opportune  for  some  weighting  of 
housing  allocations  to  be  devised  by  the  responsible  authorities 
which  takes  into  account  the  degree  of  unfitness  of  existing 
dwellings  in  the  areas  of  the  various  local  authorities. 

.  Although  improvements  to  reduce  the  risk  of  pollution  were 
carried  out  to  private  water  supplies  affecting  five  hundred  houses, 
it  is  considered  that  the  only  satisfactiory  solution  to  this  problem 
is  to  secure  the  conversion  to  the  public  mains  supply  of  all  houses 
supplied  from  doubtful  sources,  where  the  cost  of  provision  can 
be  regarded  as  at  all  reasonable.  In  many  instances  this  will 
probably  mean  that  deficiencies  on  capital  outlay  for  mains 
extension  may  have  to  be  met  by  the  Committee  but  this  could 
be  done  in  accordance  with  a  planned  programme.  It  is  appre¬ 
ciated  that  a  number  of  affected  properties  are  included  in  the 
preliminary  housing  survey  as  sub-standard  types  and  regard  will 
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have  to  be  made  to  their  probable  life  when  water  schemes  are 
considered. 

The  transfer  of  important  duties  previously  carried  out  by 
local  authorities  and  principally  connected  with  farm  milk  produc¬ 
tion  was  made  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  on 
October  1st,  1949.  The  work  carried  out  and  in  progress  up  to 
September  30th  is  commented  upon  in  the  Report  and  one  cannot 
help  feeling  that  if  local  authorities  had  been  armed  with  the 
powers  that  the  Ministry  now  possess,  there  was  much  to  be 
said  for  the  retention  of  local  control  over  this  branch  of  food 
administration.  The  effectiveness  of  intimate  and  personal  contact 
with  local  traders  was  amply  demonstrated  in  the  success  obtained 
in  securing  the  compliance  with  the  Codes  of  Practice  relating  to 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice  cream,  which  were  recommended 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  and  adopted  by  this  authority. 
Details  of  the  improvements  voluntarily  carried  out  are  contained 
in  the  portion  of  the  Report  dealing  with  this  subject  and  I  think 
it  is  true  to  say  that  the  same  quick  response  could  not  have  been 
achieved  as  speedily  or  amicably  by  a  central  or  regional  authority. 

Continued  full  employment  in  the  area  has  its  effect  on  the 
public  cleansing  services  in  that  recruitment  of  suitable  personnel 
bedomes  increasingly  difficult.  Despite  this  it  was  generally 
possible  to  man  the  five  vehicles  throughout  the  year  and  an  im¬ 
proved  refuse  collection  frequency  was  maintained  in  all  parts  of 
the  Borough. 

There  was  a  general  all-round  increase  in  the  tonnage  of 
salvaged  materials  recovered  but  the  depreciation  in  value  of  waste 
paper  lowered  the  total  income  derived.  Towards  the  end  of  the 
year  there  was  an  indication  that  a  national  shortage  of  waste 
paper  would  tend  to  increase  the  sales  value  and  thus  assist  in 
lower  Cleansing  Costs  which  in  this  area  are  fairly  high  on 
account  of  the  town’s  scattered  lay-out  and  hilly  nature. 

In  conclusion  I  must  record  the  excellent  co-operation  and 
assistance  I  have  received  from  the  staff  and  colleague  officials.

SECTION  B. 
Sanitary  Circumstances. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

With  the  exception  of  57  houses  in  the  Cowpe  district  which 
are  supplied  bv  mains  provided  and  maintained  by  the  Bacup 
Corporation  the  public  water  supply  to  6661  houses  in  the  Borough 
is  furnished  by  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board.  The  remaining 
2147  houses  are  supplied  from  private  sources,  the  water  being 
piped  into  the  houses  in  all  but  26  instances. 

(1)  Public  Supply. 

Upland  surface  reservoirs  at  Clowbridge,  Greenfold  and 
Clough  Bottom  provide  the  sources  for  the  main  public  supply. 
The  whole  supply  is  chlorinated  and  part  of  the  supply  is  filtered 
through  closed  pressure  filters.  There  is  some  liability  to  slight 
plumbo-solvent  action  and  the  water  is  lime  treated  to  overcome 
this.  Nineteen  examinations  for  plumbo-solvency  were  made  and 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  Water  Board  reports  that 
satisfactory  results  were  obtained  from  90  bacteriological  and  19 
chemical  examinations  carried  out  during  the  year.  Four  samples 
collected  by  the  Department  for  bacteriological  examination  proved 
to  be  satisfactory  During  the  vear  624  yards  of  3in.  and  283 
yards  of  4in.  distribution  mains  were  laid. 

(2)  Private  Supplies. 

Investigations  were  continued  into  the  nature  and  source  of 
the  large  number  of  private  water  supplies.  In  many  instances 
these  are  open  to  some  surface  contamination  and  of  the  68 
samples  of  water  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  34  samples 
revealed  evidence  of  contamination  from  one  source  or  another. 
The  Department  secured  improvement  to  fifteen  private  supplies 
affecting  close  on  500  houses,  whilst  five  houses  served  by  unsatis¬ 
factory  private  supplies  were  connected  to  the  public  supply. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  area  is  drained  by  the  Bacup,  Rawtenstall,  and  Has- 
lingden  Outfall  Sewerage  Board.  The  works  are  situated  in 
Haslingden. 

No  important  alterations  were  made  during  1949. 

There  are  a  number  of  farms  and  cottages  not  connected  to 
the  sewers  by  reason  of  their  isolation. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  rivers  Irwell,  Limy  Water  and  Whitewell  Brook,  are 
polluted  by  industrial  premises  in  the  area.  The  responsible 
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authority  for  dealing  with  pollution  is  the  Lancashire  Rivers 
Board  to  whom  all  complaints  of  abnormal  pollutions  are  referred 
by  this  Department.  The  weakness  of  existing  law  on  the  subject 
together  with  economic  and  technical  difficulties  makes  the  early 
solution  of  the  problem  impossible. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a  report  pre¬ 
pared  by  the  Rivers  Pollution  Prevention  Sub-committee  of  the 
Central  Advisory  Water  Committee.  It  is  felt  that  the  general 
application  of  their  recommendations  should  make  a  material 
contribution  towards  reducing  river  pollution,  a  factor  which,  in 
this  area,  is  one  of  the  chief  sanitary  requirements. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

There  is  need  for  considerable  improvement  in  the  degree  of 
smoke  emission  from  industrial  chimneys  in  the  area.  Local 
bye-laws  limit  the  emission  of  black  smoke  to  three  minutes  per 
half  hour.  Three  works  were  visited  with  regard  to  exceptionally 
bad  conditions  and  in  two  instances  some  improvement  was 
effected,  whilst  in  the  third  instance  the  assistance  of  the  Ministry 
of  Fuel  and  Power  was  requested,  and  a  solution  to  the  particular 
problem  should  be  forthcoming  during  1950. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  schools  has  been  investigated  and  a 
report  forwarded  to  the  Divisional  Education  Officer  for  appro¬ 
priate  action  where  practicable.  The  report  furnished  details  of 
the  condition  of  the  yard  surfaces,  sanitary  accommodation,  refuse 
disposal  arrangements,  water  supply,  washing  and  drinking 
facilities,  drainage  and  the  facilities  for  handling  school  meals. 
In  several  instances  the  number  and  type  of  water  closets  is  un¬ 
satisfactory,  and  insufficient  washing  facilities  was  noted  at  a 
number  of  schools.  Generally  speaking  the  facilities  for  handling 
meals  were  satisfactory.

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  collection  of  domestic  and  trade  refuse  is  undertaken  by 
five  S.D.  Freighters,  The  operation  of  a  fifth  vehicle  during  the 
year  in  addition  to  increasing  the  frequency  of  collection  from  all 
premises  in  the  area,  enabled  the  service  to  be  sufficiently  flexible 
to  deal  with  the  reduced  collection  hours  of  a  five  day  week,  the 
expansion  of  the  Borough’s  housing  estates  and  an  appreciable 
increase  in  the  weight  of  refuse  collected  during  the  winter 
months.  Most  people  are  aware  of  the  increase  of  ash  produced 
at  their  own  homes  by  the  burning  of  certain  low  grade  fuels,  but 
the  total  effect  of  this  throughout  the  town’s  9,000  houses  neces¬ 
sarily  reduces  the  rate  of  collection.

A  Bedford  vehicle  fitted  with  an  Eagle  refuse  collecting  body 
was  engaged  on  the  collection  of  waste  paper  and  kitchen  waste, 
and  the  mechanical  gully  emptier  was  hired  from  the  Highways 
Department  on  two  days  per  week  for  the  emptying  of  pail  con¬ 
tents  from  200  outlying  cottages  and  farms. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  dealt  with  on  controlled  tipping  lines  at 
Meadow  Head  Tip.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  part  of  the 
culverting  scheme  was  carried  out  and  some  additional  land  was 
rendered  available  for  tipping  purposes.  During  the  summer 
months  a  deep-seated  tip  fire  caused  considerable  trouble  over  a 
long  period.  Stone  dust  sealing,  trenching  and  the  copious  use  of 
water  prevented  any  serious  nuisance  occurring  and  the  affected 
tip  area  appeared  quiescent  towards  the  end  of  the  year.

(b)  GENERAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  general  standard  of  housing-  accommodation  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  cannot  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  The  number  of  back-to- 
back  type  houses  is  2157,  whilst  there  are  124  houses  classified  as 
back-to-earth  houses.  Nearly  1,000  houses  are  over  100  years 
old.  Dampness,  congested  site  arrangement,  unsatisfactory 
sanitary  accommodation,  and  lack  of  modern  amenities  are  the 
rule  rather  than  the  exception  in  most  of  these  sub-standard  type 
houses. 

At  the  end  of  1949  there  was  a  waiting  list  of  1131  applicants 
for  Corporation  houses  requiring  as  follows: — (a)  4  bedroomed 
parlour  type — 23,  (b)  3  bedroomed  parlour  type — 38,  (c)  3  bed- 
roomed  non-parlour  type — 314,  (d)  2  bedroomed  non-parlour  type — 
627,  (e)  bungalows  and  flats — 129.  There  were  151  houses  under 
contract  and  in  various  stages  of  erection  and  a  further  148 
houses,  46  flats  and  5  bungalows  are  immediately  contemplated. 
All  sites  are  hilly  but  as  there  is  no  alternative  the  best  use  has 
to  be  made  of  those  available. 

With  regard  to  overcrowding,  no  accurate-  information  is 
available  but  regular  and  intimate  contact  with  housing  conditions 
indicates  that  statutory  overcrowding-  is  at  a  reasonablv  low  level. 
The  adoption  of  a  bedroom  standard  of  overcrowding  for  the 
review  of  applicants  for  Corporation  houses  is  undoubtedly  assist¬ 
ing  in  keeping  serious  overcrowding  down  to  a  minimum.  On  this 
standard  70  cases  of  overcrowding  were  relieved  by  the  Cor¬ 
poration  during  the  year.  There  does  appear,  however,  to  be  a 
shortage  of  4  bedroomed  type  houses  to  deal  with  the  very  large 
families. 

Low  rentals  of  many  of  the  older  properties  preclude  the 
carrying  out  of  anything  but  essential  repairs  in  many  instances 
but  the  remedying  of  490  housing  defects  as  against  456  newly 
discovered  defects  during  the  year  cannot  be  regarded  as  too 
unsatisfactory.  Delay  in  the  execution  of  repairs  is  now  often  due 
to  the  large  amount  of  work  on  local  contractors’  books.

During  the  period  under  review  81  inspections  of  dairy  farms 
were  made  and  10  farms  were  found  not  to  be  in  all  respects  suit¬ 
able  for  milk  production.  When  transfer  of  functions  occurred, 
work  was  outstanding  at  19  farms,  and  in  progress  at  17  farms. 
Improvements  effected  during  the  year  included  the  re-modelling 
of  two  cowsheds,  reconstruction  of  a  dairy,  reconditioning  of  a 
manure  receptacle  and  the  re-modelling  of  two  farms  up  to 
‘  ‘  Accredited  ’  ’  standard . 

The  following  table  shows  the  results  of  samples  of  milk  sub¬ 
mitted  for  bacteriological  examination.

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Inspection  of  food  is  carried  out  regularly  at  retailers’  premi¬ 
ses.  Meat  supplied  for  retail  sale  in  the  Borough  is  inspected  at 
the  Burnley  Public  Abattoirs.  In  connection  with  the  slaughter  of 
“cottagers”  pigs,  owners  of  pigs  notify  the  Department  of  the 
time  and  date  of  slaughter.  In  cases  where  these  are  slaughtered 
at  the  two  private  slaughter  houses  approved  for  this  purpose 
inspection  of  the  pigs’  carcases  is  carried  out  and  the  owners 
voluntarily  surrender  diseased  meat  and  offals.  During  the  year 
161  “cottagers”  pigs  were  slaughtered  of  which  61  were  inspected. 
One  entire  carcase  and  three  other  carcases  of  which  some  part  or 
organ  was  condemned,  were  found  to  be  affected  with  tuberculosis 
thus  giving  the  percentage  number  inspected  and  affected  with 
tuberculosis  as  6.56%.  No  other  diseased  condition  was  found,

FOOD  PREMISES. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Food  requested  information 
as  to  the  steps  so  far  taken  in  connection  with  Clean  Food  Cam¬ 
paigns.  Following  up  the  circularising  in  the  late  1948  of  350 
food  handling  premises  in  the  area  calling  the  attention  of  their 
proprietors  to  the  salient  features  of  food  handling  hygiene,  a 
very  satisfactory  response  was  noted  by  a  general  willingness  of 
traders  to  co-operate  and  act  on  the  advice  of  the  Department, 
and  many  desirable  improvements  were  carried  out.  This  was 
particularly  noticeable  in  connection  with  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  ice  cream  where  by  the  end  of  the  year  considerable  im¬ 
provement  was  noted  in  the  handling  of  this  popular  food  product.
